Would you undertake to teach a child 
a new course of duties that shall make 
it unfit for the occupation it has natural- 
ly assumed or into which it is being led, 
without having the self-assurance that 
you have the ability and power to aid 
that child in its higher state? No more 
would the spirit world teach man a 
higher moral law than he can convenient- 
ly carry or without the self-assurance 
that it can uphold him in its practice— 
aid bim materially or to the extent that a 
more spiritualized state makes him un- 
fit for the grosser duties of mortal life. 
Then, would the spirit world foist a new 
philosophy (or science or theology or 
religion or whatever the individual de» 
sires to term Spiritualism) on mankind 
if it could not or did not intend to run it 
themselves, or through its agents, me- 
diums, sensitives, authors, speakers and 
luberal-minded preachers?

Ifowever, 
it will probably make some people happy | 
in knowing that they are members, and | 
sonicbody else happy in being treasurer 
of such a “spiritual fund.” 

A new political party in the United 
States has become a fact, and Cincinnati 
had the honor of giving it birth, It has 
been rightly termed the "Peoples’ Party” 
for to the people belong the country and 
not to the politicians. Old party papers 
refer to it as the “delegates of the dis- 
contented.” So were the framers of our 
constitution delegates of the discontent- 
ed, but it led to a glorious union of 
states—a government for the people and 
uot for autocrats to which it is again 
tending. Further, these papers are find- 
ing fault with the new party because it 
has not adopted any of the old party is- 
sues or promised todo so.

thought assimilating with spiritual 
thought, and self-exertion or energy at- 
tracts or assimilating with like spiritual 
conditions. A total cessation of craving 
foreign advice or strength leaves us to 
own resources and often leads toflog- 
matism, the first step tocreedism. Nor 
should we reject the advice of others, 
True Spiritualism gives to all the liberty 
to express their thoughts, and from 
which we may collectively and individual- 
ly garner, sift and digest, leaving the 
residue for the creator to recall, amend 
or reject himself as he becomes cogniz- 
ant of his errors. And no true Spiritual- 
ist will hold to his individual opinion as 
the only truth, but continue to unfold 
himself higher and higher by self-exer- 
tion and more light without end.

This formef 
self-knowledge is particularly servicea- 
ble to magnetic healers, and through 
which they can more correctly and 
speedily diagnose and prescribe for 
diseases. Medium and Daybreak says in 
an editorial referring to the above that, 
“If our clairvoyants would work on this 
basis instead of fortune telling, we would 
soon have a different movement.” De- 
cidedly, and it would lead to an under- 
standing of true Spiritualism. Spirit- 
ualism is not test hunting, character 
reading, prophesying or witnessing 
wonderful manifestations by the spirits, 
but testing self, as to one's resisting 
power against temptation; self-study as 
as to one’s weaknesses and how to sub- 
side them, looking forward as to the 
good that can be done for the cause in- 
stead of combatting dead issues of the 
past; and, while there is no evil in attend 
ing seances, at least, make them serve a 
spiritual purpose in some way, aud not 
regard them as mere pastimes. Spirit- 
ualism has not come to amuse but to 
benefit mankind spiritually, morally and 


even physically, so far as health and 
strength is concerned, and those who 
wish to reap these fruits must implant 
causes that effectuate them.

“Once he had ordered a young monk 
who had come to Fordham with him to 
puta high hat on and then to hop up 
and down the center path in the convent 
garden so that all the nuns might see 
him.” 

This was intended as a test of obe- 
dience to Father Ignatius authority. 

“I have seen a brother, instead of 
kneeling to receive the holy communion, 
standing afar off holding up a black ket- 
tle, and at grace, in the refectory, with 
the muddy street door-mat on his head. 
Nothing was too idiotic for Father Igna- 
tius to impose in the name of holy obe- 


dience,”

Other such ridiculous tales are re- 
counted, while the nuns who wished to 
speak with Father Ignatius are required 
to prostre Syienselves at full length be- 
fore him and kiss the hem of his gar- 
ment. Then they were allowed to rise 
to their knees, and while kneeling in an 
attitude of supplication say what they de- 
sired if he gave his permission. Noone 
was allowed to move from her knees or 
speak until permission was granted. 

Christ himself did not demand such 
penance aud servility, and when we hear 
ofitin a nineteenth century monk, it 
reminds us somewhat of a nineteeth 
century crank, so-called. 


A PROTESTANT “FATHER.” 

A certain Protestant monk with his 
gown and rosary sash and a spirit be- 
longing to the fifteenth century, a zealot 
of zealots, as immoderate and dogmatic 
of speech as the Jesuit Father, Loyola, 
took upon himself a mission to the 
Protestant Episcopal Churches of this 
country, and seems not to have sense 
enough to take bis sandalled fect back 
to tle darkest papal corner of Europe. 

Tue bishops of the various diocese of

The last attack of 
this churchly fossil, who was born at too 
late an age, was upon the Rev. Dr.

TIMELY ADVICE. 

Are our brethern of the churches try- 
ing to make the cause of Spiritualism 
popular? We are not hearing or reading 
of a continuous fusilade from creedal 
pulpits, a wordy bombardment, caustic 
in temper and bitter in speech, either 
against the philosophy of an angel min- 
istry or the honesty and devoutness of 
ite discipleship just at present. This 
lull in the theological tempest aroused 
our suspicions and awoke euquiries na 
to its cause. We know that nature plays 
such pranks, and that contending ar- 
mies have imitated nature in this regard, 
but we have not given either the leaders 
or the rank and file of orthodoxy credit 
for such a close observance of nature's 
methods. 

We have credited the pulpits of the 
country with sense enough to learn from 
the pews what a large proportion of the 
sitters have cither found out or are find- 
ing out, to wit: thal Spiritualism in 
both phenomena and philosophy has a 
basis of truth that is impregnable, But 
we have been mistaken in our conclu- 
si The old animosity abides, but it 
is being directed againat the shepherds 
of their own folds. Alas, for the sheep! 

Now brethren, the idol of all our mili- 
tary commanders who waded through 


seas of blood to win the success which 
crowned him the military hero of ancient 
and modern history, said in emphatic 
tones to the warring elements of the pa- 
tion: "Let us have peace!” This is dur 
message to the angry belligerents of the 
churches to-day. If you must efferverse 
and want something and somebody upon 
which to pour your hot words of denun- 
ciation, if itis a necessity of your par- 
doned, justified, sanctified and redeemed 
natures, pray, resume your objurgations 
against Spiritualism and its adherents, 
They are beyond the pale of the cove- 
nanted mercies of the creeds, and are 
philosophical enough to receive your at- 
tacks without having their feelings ruf- 
fled in the least, And besides the phi- 
losophy is at present unpopular among 
all creedists, and you can exhaust all 
your forces without danger to your pro- 
fessions or reputations. But spare the 
members of your creedal families. 

An old lesson, taught us by our good 
mother in our early years, out of the 
“New England Primer,” we have cher- 
ished in our miud until this day, and we 
offer it in all seriousness and love to the 
New York and Cincinnati Presbyteries 
and their entire memberships and fol- 
lowing. Get out your old “Primers” 
brethren. and wherein our memory is at 
fault, supply the missing lines from the 
printed page: 

“Let dogs delight to bark and bite, 
For God hath made them 50; 

But children you should never tet 
Your angry passions rise, 

Your little hands were never made, 
‘To scratch each others' eyes." 

It is an old, Calyanistic, orthodox 
rhyme, full of good sense, aud equally 
applicable to the “elect” and “non-elect," 
child and man. “Let us have peace!” 


WHAT IS HERESY? 

Tur BETTER Way has kept its readers 
advised of the successive steps of the 
controversy in the Presbyterian Church, 
both in this city and in New York, be 
cause we have foreseen that the ultimate 
issue of this strife is to be more far 
reaching than the public, or even the 
parties in interest, seem to comprehend, 


and liberalism in criticism and exposi-. 
tion of the book, in his address on as- 
suming the chair of his professorship. 
The creedists, the churchly fossils, the 
Calvanistic stalwarts, the timid and the 
barnacled of age, raised their cry of op- 
position and their feeble shout of “heres 
tic!” It was a repetition of the old cry it, 
the streets of Ephesus, by the money~ 
waking silversmiths: “Great is Diana of 
the Ephesians!" “Great is the creed of 
John Calvin!" All along the Presbyte- 
rian line, the different local synods, 
councils, ministers and elders’ meetings, 
have sent up their protests against the 
address of Pr. Briggs, mingled with the 
ery of “heresy,” and a demand for the 
trial and disciplining of the daring pro- 
fessor. 

The stage of the case up to the pres, 
ent writing is this: 

The presbytery of Chester in ’ennsy?- 
vania, April 14th, adopted an overture to. 
the general assembly of the church 
held in Detroit, in May, condemning the 
position and teachings in the address of 
Dr. Briggs referred to. The monthly. 
meeting of the presbytery of New York, 
of which Dr. Briggs is a member, took 
up the discourteous act of the Chester 
presbytery, and made it the basis of an 
unseemly wrangle. This naturally led 
to a review of the action of the New York 
presbytery, at the preceding April meet- 
ing, where in a committee had been ap~ 
pointed to consider the address or Dr. 
Briggs in its relations to the confession 
of faith of the church. Dr. Briggs read 
a protest against the action of the pres- 
bytery, and carried the war into the 
Presbyterian Africa, by asserting that he 
“was prepared to name certain individu- 
als who have rashly, censoriously and& 
maliciously instituted these charges,’ 
Calls to order were frequent, but he was 
allowed to proceed. 

The committee of the New York pres- 
bytery made a majority and minority re- 
port; the majority recommending that 
“the presbytery enter at once upon the 
judicial investigation of the case.” The 
minority report seems to us to be tame. 
An excited discussion arose over the re- 


It is only one of numerous indications 
of the breaking up of old creedal mo- 
nopolies which has held the natural 
conscience of the world in their grasp 
for centuries and is a practical testimo- 
ny to the truth of the statements made 


the human conscience from its long im- 
prisonment is rapidly approaching. 

To hold the conscience it has been 
deemed necessary to worship the Book, 
as something too sacred for examination 
or criticism; to place it upon a pedestal 
of authority not to be questioned but 
believed in its entirety as the voice and 
will of God. The conscience of the 
Presbyterian Church has been so held 
Unjust, inhuman, nulovable and horrible 
as have been its creed and teachings 
concerning its conceived Jehovah or 
First Cause, it has demauded their ac 
ceptance on the ground that the Book so 
teaches, and the Rook is not to be ques 
tioned. Whatever outside students, 
thinkers, logicians and analytical reason- 
ers might do, say or conclude, they are 
infidels because they do not accept the 
Book and the creed of John Calvin as 
builded upon the teachings of the Hook, 
and hence are of no possible authority 
or consequence, 

But the brains of this church aud 
others have been touched by the divine 
fire in evolutionary force, and refuse to 
stultify themselves longer. They will 
not degrade their manhood by continu- 
ing to accept those features of the book 
and the creed which are not only inde- 
fensible at the bar of reason, but shock 
the evoluted moral sense of the world by 
their cold, unsympathelic, barbarous par- 
tiality and injustice. The educated 
minds are revolting against the old de 
mand to believ+ without substantial rea- 
gon for the belief, simply because the 
hook ond the creed say “believe or be 
damned.” ‘The reasonable authority for 
the command, as well as the whole ad- 
ministration of the universe, are being 
brought to the bar of enlightened rea- 
son. Itis anew, modern, and most im-

I want au adjudica- 
tion of this presbytery on these vital 
questions that have been raised and then 
let them go up to the synod aud up to 
the general assembly and then some of 
us will decide whether we cau any long- 
er remain in the Presbyterian Church or 
not." And again: “I will have justice if. 
I have to go to the Supreme Court of the 
country; if I stand alone I will have jus- 
tice.” 
We shall follow this creedal upheaval 
with great interest and so will our read- 
ers.

There ,ore creedal, 
tumults all along the churchly line, and, 
the grounds of human faith ore under 
the keen analysis of the best thinkers of 
the age.

Fear is a sentiment or feeling in the 
buman mind wonderfully stimulated by 
ignorance. The more profound the ignor- 
ance and startling the circumstances, the 
greater tendency the mind will have to 
lapse into a state of fear, especially if the 
circumstances are of such a nature as to 
menace the personal safety. Natural 
phenomena in the form of storms, earth 
quakes and cataclysms so terrific and un- 
controlable in their fury produce upon 
‘the mind of superstitious man a mixed 
and complicated set of feelings in which 
terror, awe and petition express them- 
selves. Vear and wonder are the first ele- 
ments of feelivg set in motion in the mak- 
ing of religious emotions, sentiments, as- 
pirations and ideas, It seems possible 
to conceive man in so low a mental state 
as to be unable to make an altempt to 
trace events to their natural cause. The 
errors in the mental career of man in all 
passed ages can be traced to this fact 
No doubt it took thousands of years to 
produce a man capable of correctly trac- 
ing the relation of cause and effect in 
the simplest operations of nature. Primi 
tive man in the measure of his mind was 
a child and observed with the wonder 
aal enthusiasm of a child. The stars 
shining in heaven above him presented to 
his eyes a picture which amazed his ig- 
uorant mind and filled his imagination 
with lively ideals and picturesque per: 
sonalities. His reason lost in the pro- 
‘cesses of analyzing the operations of 
nature, solve the dilemmas of the under- 
standing by inventing divine entities, 
as creating and directing powers. Thus 
fear, wonder and devotion became the 
rnain elements in the creation of religion. 
All religions alike are the product of 
these faculties. The lower the grade of 
intelligence, the more crude and simple 
the religious thought, and the more 
developed the rational powers, the more 
philosophical the religious seutiment 
becomes. The early religious imagina- 
tion peopled the heavens with gods. 
Polytheism preceded and made way for 
Monotheism, and it became a fruitful 
source of religious practices, ceremonies 
and ideas. Priests and bards presented 
the historical conflicts betweeu the gods, 
their amours and jealousies, their ambi- 
tion and envy, and their triumphs and 
defeats, which became the substance of 
the religious thought of the early people 
who inhabited the earth. The mythical 
“creations of the early bards whose per- 
sonalities are lost in the vortex of time, 
wove into charming ideals their imper- 
fect, crude conceptions of the state and 
cbanges iu the face of nature. How long

The victory was won 
when the theory of gravity was accepted 
as true by men of science, It finished 
the physical dominance of a divine mind 
in nature, In the last century as well as 
later the waves were credited with the 
sinking of the ship, and the physical 
force of God had by universal consent 
become auonentity. The popular mind 
still holds the belief that he is supreme, 
and that his will and purpose are law in 
spiritual things just as the same popular 
mind in the Church of Rome acknowl-

The latter part of my question, “Is 
religion necessary to moral develop 
ment,” we answer itis not, The authority 
of a complete revelation of God's will to 
man holding its place in any life, and 
placing a terror upon thought and life 
must be, and is partially given up, 
Morals are distinct from religion; morals 
grow. The higher man's organization 
the more perfect the civilization, and the 
more complete the ethical code. Morals 
have todo ouly with conduct or man's re- 
lation to his fellow man. Morals have 
nothing to do with God, Morals-are not 
theological, God is neither moral nor 
immoral. Ife can neither be the subject 
of right nor wrong. Because the infinite 
cannot be qualified, or conditioned. Man 
can stand in no moral relation toward the 
infinite, therefore morals cannot be in an 
element in religion. Morals will be a 
science when religion has passed away 
as unnecessary. Morals are like all 
science progessive. 

Freedom in religious thought, means

What Spiritualists and others “outside 
the pale" will think of this presentation 
of their claims to humanitarianism I do 
not know, but I present the reverend 
gentleman's position as fairly as I can 
remember it. At a time when it is the 
popular thing to decry “othodoxy™ and 
lay the vast accumulation of existing 
evils at the door of the church, it is on- 
ly fair to “hear the other side” and pro- 
ceed at once to self examination to see 
whether this eloquent champion of the 
cloth has not some grounds for his as- 
sertious. He admitted that the church 
has make failures, but said these were due 
to the prevaling status of intelligence, 
but the golden thread of connection 
with the axioms of its founder has never 
been broken. As to divisions into sects, 
and varieties of creed, he argreed that he 
who runs may read that the tendency 
is towards harmony and consolidation. 
That churches are only made up of 
men; but that in all ages that ideal of the 
church has been a higher one than that 
of the state, and that tendencies towards 
some form of socialism that shall recog 
nize the brotherhood of man are ouly an 
awakening of society to the truth of the 
ideals of the founder of Christianity, 
held by the church and handed down 
through obscuring mists of barbarity, 
ignorance and prejudice to the present 
day. That just as reformers ridicule 
the idea that liberty exists in the United 
States, so iconoclasts are ever denounce:

I quote the above as reported in the 
Portland daily, but one letter from an 
outsider, given in full, is worth repeat- 
ing: 

In reply to yonr circular letter, 1 would say 
that in my estimation one of the grent reasons 
that keeps people away from the church is that

obtaln a free pass to the hereafter, Still another 
reason is a constantly growing tendency in the

ELECTRICITY AS A MEASURE OF 
THOUGHT, 

It is well known to the medical pro- 
fession that every mental effort causes a 
rush of blood to the brain, aud that the 
amount of blood depends on the “intens-

THREE VIEWS OF LIFE. 

The first is the childish view. It was 
the prodigal son inthe parable. “Give 
me the portion of goods that falleth to 
me.” How many young men set out in 
life with this demand, thinking more of 
their fancied claims than they do of their 
real obligations; more of Juck than of 
work; of that which is to fall to them 
than of whnt they are to win by their 
own labor; regarding life nsa game of 
chance instead of along and laborious 
task, the world as a house of entertain- 
ment, board and lodging free, or nearly 
so, and sumptuous at that, everything 
that heart can wish, with very little 
trouble in the getting of it! Self-indul- 
gence, luxurious indolence will form the 
distinguishing trait in such a character 
ond such a life, and that indolence which, 
if not the most deadly, is the most in- 
curable of moral diseases, lodging itself 
in the marrow of the bones, and becom- 
ing a component part of the system it 
attacks. And indolence loves company, 
Profligate aud dissolute life is its natural 
concomitant. ‘That which is easily got 
is easily dissipated; and he who begins 
by living without cost to himself will be 
likely toend with the heaviest cost which 
a man can pay for his living—the price 
of his innocence. 

Another is the manly view of life. It 
is that view which regards life as an 
obligation, not as a claim; as a dispensa 
tion of tasks and duties, and not of gratui- 
tous favors; which regards the world as 
a seedfield where each must dig and 
plant for himself, and where personal 
effort is the just aud necessary equiva- 
lent for every advantage, and not as a 
storehouse of goods where all have free 
access and may help themselves to such 
things as they like. Manis made and 
constituted a working being. It is only 
by labor that he can realize what is in 
him, the measure of his powers, the 
measure of his joys, full development, 
full stature, full satisfaction. He must 
work not only to be truly happy and at

peace with himself and the world, but 
he must work to be truly human. A 
glance at the universe shows how all 
things are conditioned, and how 110 real 
good can spring from the bosom of 
Nature or the mind of man without its 
equivalent outlay of faculty and labor, 
On every good that life offers a price is 
set. For every advantage that man wins 
there is a just equivalent; and for every 
indulgence that man steals there is also 
a just equivalent, exacted by immutable 
necessity. You may think to have your 
portion of wordly goods without paying 
for it; but pay for it you must, some 
where and somehow. The well-being of 
society requires that each individual 
should contribute his quota to the com- 
mon stock. Think of the countless 
blessings of civilized life, from the roof 
which shelters to the book which en- 
lightens or entertains you, to the religion 
which elevates and saves you. The unit 
of your labor, be it never so insignificant 
is au integral constituent in the sum of 
things. 

The third and higher view I term the 
heroic, the view implied in the saying, 
“It is more blessed to give than to re 
ceive;” the view of those who not only 
disdain to receive their portion of goods 
without an equivalent, who not only ex: 
pect and desire to pay for what they get, 
but who do not even expect to get the 
equivalent, in any market sense, for what 
they give. The grandest things that 
have been done in this world have been 
done without pay, for this reason, if no 
other, that the world was never rich 
enough to pay the doers of them. The 
heroic view of life is not urged as a duty. 
but only commended as a lesson and 
illustration of whatisin man, and what 
may come of him when the spirit obtains 
complete ascendency over the flesh. 
Happy they who know their calling and 
pursue it, whose hands have found their 
proper work and do it with their might, 
rejoicing as a strong man to run a race! 
No labor is so productive as that which 
we give to an object for its own sake 
The more we forget ourselves in our 
doings, the greater the returns they will 
yield. The more we are willing to lose 
our life in our pursuit, the more surely 
we shall find in it the fruit of our works.
